own incomes. 

Further than that all classes of the community are demanding a high ] 
standard of medical and hospital service. The hospitals that are best en- 
deavoring to cater to this demand find that they cannot continue to oper- I 
ate at much less than pre-depression costs because of the difficulty of col- J 
lecting accounts and the doctors declare that they cannot afford to reduce j 
their fees to a scale commensurate to the pocketbooks of their clients be¬ 
cause they, too, find the percentage of accounts they can collect from pay-; 
ing patients diminishing. 

With this situation staring them in the face people generally are' turn- j 
ing in the direction of state medicine as a way around these difficulties and 
the move is receiving support from at least some of the members of the j 
medical profession. 

The question, however, is a big one and bristles with many features 
which deserve full consideration before the plunge is made. While state I 
medicine undoubtedly offers advantages there are some phases which should! 
be dissected with care.

Will Impose Duty To 
Protect Fruit And 
Vegetable Growers 


Ottawa. — Arbitrary duty valua¬ 
tions will be used to protect Cana¬ 
dian fruit and vegfetable grbwers 
from unfair competition from the 
United States, Finance Minister 
Dunning assured the House of dom- 
mons when Conservatives criticized 
vegetable tariff reductions in the 
Canadian-American trade treaty. 

Vegetable tariffs were discussed 
most of the afternoon when the 
treaty was considered in committee 
stage. Conservative Leader Bennett 
chided the Liberals on their use of 
dumping duties and claimed the 
finance minister’s announcement was 
a vindication of actions taken by his 
administration. 

On many vegetables, the treaty 
reduced the Canadian tariff from 30 
to 15 per cent. Conservative mem¬ 
bers, most of them from Ontario 
protested against the reduction, 


claiming fruit, and vegetable grow¬ 
ers would be forced out of business. 

Revenue Minister Ilsley, whose de¬ 
partment sets duty valuations, sjiid 
Hie treaty gave the government 
ample power to protect Canadian 
producers.

ment to prevent the nations from 
coming to the Olympics.” 

His plea for peace, historically 
founded on relationships between 
Poland and Germany, went back to 
his denunciation of the Locarno 
treaty and his offer to negotiate for 
new affirmations of peace in Europe. 

Hitler’s words were broken time 
after time by loud salvos of applause 
from his listeners. He interrupted 
his own words once with a fit of 
racking coughs after he had become 
hoarse in a declamation of German 
progress against unemployment. 

He said Germany had originally 
subscribed to the Locarno pact “for 
the sake of international under¬ 
standing” even though the agree¬ 
ment “made it necessary for 1^,700,- 
000 Germans to remain unarmed.” \ 
Approximate population of the 
German Rhineland to which the 
fuehrer waa referring, is 14.700.000.
